Provisional Order for altering the Lublin Corporation 
Act , 1900. 

WHEREAS the Right Honourable the Lord Mayor Aldermen and 5 
Burgesses of Dublin (hereinafter called the Corporation) acting by the 
Council are the Urban Sanitary Authority for the Urban Sanitary 
District consisting of the City of Dublin as constituted under the Dublin 
Corporation Act 1900 (hereinafter referred to as the Act) : 

And whereas the Corporation have made an application to the 10 
Local Government Board for Ireland (herein-after referred to as the Local 
Government Board) for a Provisional Order under section two hundred 
and five of the Public Health (Ireland) Act 1878 to alter and amend 
the Act : 

And whereas the Local Government Board have caused a local, 15 
inquiry to be held as to the propriety of assenting to the said appli- 
cation and it appears to the Local Government Board to be proper to 
make this Order with respect thereto : 

It is ordered by the Local Government Board as follows : — 

(1) This Order shall come into operation from and after the 20 

date of the Act of Parliament confirming the same : 

(2) The provisions of section twenty-three of the Act and of the 

First Schedule thereto shall be altered and amended so , 
that there shall be included and comprised, within the 
City and the area comprised within the boundaries of the 25 
City all the lands sands foreshore and* sloblands between, 
the existing City Boundary and a straight line drawn in 
a north-easterly direction from the junction of the existing 
City .boundary and the toe of the Great Northern Railway 
embankment on its north-western side parallel to tire toe 30 
of the embankment to its north-western corner proceeding 
thence in an easterly direction along the face of tire 
embankment wall to its north-eastern corner thence in a 
south-westerly direction parallel to the toe of the em- 
bankment on its south-eastern side to a point 150 feet 35 
distant (measured at right angles) from the southern toe 
of the existing sea wall along the Coast Road thence in

a sinuous line every point of which, is 150 feet from the 
said toe of the sea wall until the said line reaches the south- 
west side of the Bull Wall and thence along the south- 
west side of the Bull Wall in a north-westerly direction 
5 to the junction of the Bull Wall with the Coast Road. 

Arid also all that portion of the foreshore and estuary of 
the River Liffey enclosed by the existing City Boundary 
and a line running in an easterly direction from tire 
junction of tire existing City Boundary and the reclaimed 
10 land the property of the Port and Docks Board along 

the northern face of the north breakwater to its north- 
eastern corner thence along the eastern face of the east 
breakwater to its southern extremity thence in a westerly 
direction to a point on the existing City Boundary in 
15 line with the southern face of the North Quay Extension 

Wall. And the added area so comprised within the 
boundaries of the City as extended by this Order shall 
be included and comprised for all purposes within the 
City and County Borough of Dublin and within the 
20 limits of the Act. 

(3) The area added by this Order to the City shall be divided 

between the wards in such manner as shall be fixed by 
the Corporation as soon as conveniently may be after the 
date of the Act of Parliament confirming this Order subject 
25 to the approval of the Local Government Board ; 

(4) The terms used in this Order shall unless there is something 

in the subject or context repugnant to such construction 
have the same meanings as in the Act ; 

(5) Tire Act shall be read and construed as if the provisions of 

30 this Order were incorporated with the Act ; 

(6) The costs and expenses of the Corporation and of the Local 

Government Board of and incidental to the application 
for preparing and making of this Order and the confir- 
mation thereof by Parliament shall be paid by the 
36 Corporation as part of their expenses incurred in the 

execution of the Public Health (Ireland) Acts 1878 
to 1007 : 

(7) This Order may be cited as the City of Dublin (Extension 

of Boundaries) Provisional Order 1916.
